In an address a few days ago before the Southern Commer- 


cial .'Congress, George W. Perkins of New York one of-the 
leading: business.men of the country, .spoke on the regulation 
of Business bylaw, which he considers overdone. He did not 
contend'that thei'e should be no legalgestrain^jvnd regulation 
,6f.: business, but that.there should Up 
clear Understanding of 


what the requirements are, to the end that business men could 
know.their rights and privileges and proceed wi hout such 
ccmstanMiarassmeht and interference as now mark the trail 
of •so-called business regulation.and reform. ' 
;<What Mr Perkins complained of chiefly was the vagueness 
dRthe'iaws and the uncertainties by which business men are 
hampered. . He said'it is practically impossible for any man 
to find out what he can legally do in business 
No lawyer, 


court or president can tell him," and financially, the laws are 
so- vague that one government official can take one position 
arid another government official exactly the opposite position, 
ajid the •courts can do and are doing precisely the same thing. 
That this is a.bad condition is beyond question. Mr.. Perkins 
argued'that H is seriously hampering established industries 
aiid-checking the founding of new ones. 
,.:-.-. 
vit is'possible that Mr. Perkins through hisiexpenences in 
connection with the Harvester trust and tlie laws may have 
some personal feeling in the matter, but'the general sound- 
ness of his views can not'be questioned. As we have before 
•stated, there must be regulation of business when business is 
conducted on such a scale as it is today, but if the proper re- 
sults are to be secured regulation must be regulation and not 
persecution or the plaything of politicians. The laws should 
be so dear that they could be understood by all. They shou d 
be constructive rather than destructive,-and then they should 
be enforced to the letter.
